(7m) “Open campus” means a policy of allowing a pupil to leave the
school premises during any class period solely because the pupil is not
em_'_olied in a class durir;g_ that class period.

(8) “Pupils with exceptional educational interests, needs, or require-
ments” includes children with exceptional educational needs as defined
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under s. 115,76 (3), Stats., gifted and talented children as determined by
the board, limited-English speaking pupils as defined under s. 115.955,
Stats., transfer pupils, pupils as provided in s. 118.15 (1) (d), Stats., and
other pupl)lls with unusual circumstances as established by local school
board policy.

(9) “State superintendent’” means the superintendent of public in-
struction for the state of Wisconsin.

1, Four credits of English which incorporate instruction in written
communication, oral communication, grammar and usage of the English
language, and literature. .

Education programs for high school gradua-
tion may be provided to accommodate pupils thh exceptional educa-
tional interests, needs, or requirements.
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(1) Education programs to accommodate pupils with exceptlonal edu—
cational interests, needs, or requirements shali:

(a) State the specific nature of the exeeptional educational intere,sfs,:
needs, or requirements;

(b) State how the proposed program will respond fo the exceptmnal
educational interests, needs, or requirements;

(¢} State how the education program will address each of the require-
ments in s. 118.33, Stats. and s. PI 18.03 (1).

(2} Placement in a program under s. 115.85, Stats., meets the require-
ments in s, PI 18,04 (1).

(1) By
September 1, 1986, each board operating a high schoo! shall submit to
the state superintendent, on forms provided by the department, a report
describing the board’s high school graduation policies governing diplo-
mas which shall be granted subsequent to September 1, 1988, Such poli-
cies shall include:

{a) The courses the board has approved as meeting the course require-
ments outlined in s, PI 18.03 (1) including the course descriptions.

(b} The number of clock hours of instruction required to earn one
credit in the courses the board has approved as meeting the course re-
quirements outlined in s, PI 18.03 (1).

(e} The education programs for pupils with exceptional educational
interests, needs, or requirements.

(d) The activities approved by the board under s, 118,33 (1) (b), Stats.
Open campus and work release may not be approved by a board under
this section. A pupil’s employment during school hours may be approved
if the employment is part of or related to the pupil’s instruetional pro-
